This beinsr the cafe it 
is not to be wondered at, that the inh - 
bitants are veryHvely, and together with 
a nale conrcitution enjoy a plenty, and 
a luperfluity of all the bleffin.o-s 
or lile : nor is a mild and well-ordered 
government (which it will not be to our, 
purpofe to defcribe at prefect) to be rec- 
koned the lead ot the many advantages 
with which Providence hath favoured 
them. As to their religion, they all 
profefs themfelves to be Chriilians : and 
though there are too many hypocrites 
there as well as in England, yet in ge- 
neral 
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they cannot fee and think alike. But 
there is one circumftance in whlch th . y 
are fortewhat particular; and tha. is, 
that if they know a man to be m the eaft 
covetous or uncharitable, they will not at- 
low him to be a Chriftian, but will even 
hoot and hollow after him as he waiks the 
ftfeet, crying out, “ There goes an ldola- 
ter; there goes a Heathen;' 1 and indeed 
their opinion is right enough, tho’ lor 
aught I know, they may be a little too rude 
in their behaviour. Such then are the peo- 
ple from whence I came ; and I believe, 
all things confidered, we may venture, as
